Phelps Death Penalty Demanded; 


Price Killing Called ‘Cold Blooded’ 


Court Throng Waits 
Dismissed Detective

The trial of Fred Phelps, charged with the Sept. 21 slay- 
ing of Miss Ella Victoria Price, a secretary, will be reopened 
at 9 a. m. today in the DeKalb Superior Court following a 
charge that the act was “one of the most coldblooded, heinous 


crimes in the history of this County.” 
The charge was made Monday 
by Sol. Roy C. Leathers in his 
address to the jury. 
The four State’s attorneys are 
® demanding the death sentence for 
@@® the dapper, graying Avondale real 
©’ = estate holder. 
> Phelps sat quietly through the 
first day of the hearing, dressed 
in a heat brown suit, white shirt 
and brown tie. He turned occa- 
sionally to speak to his attorneys 
or his wife, who sat beside him In 
a black dress and hat. 

One of the first witnesses today 
is expected to be W. P. Holley, 
DeKalb County investigator, 
whose sudden dismissal from the 
DeKalb Police Force following the 


arrest of Phelps has been injected 
into the case. Holley was said to 
“have been approached” by de- 
fense interests two days after his 
dismissal from the force. 
Another chief witness today will 
be Dr. Herman Jones, head of the 
Fulton County Crime Laboratory, 
Most of the actual State evi. 
dence stemmed from Dr. Jones’ 
investigation at the Phelps home. | 
He reported ‘inding blood stains 
on Phelps’ bedroom slippers, his | 
trouser cuffs and under his thumb-| 
nail. | 
Phelps, who was alone in the 
home with Miss Price at the time 
the shot was fired, first contended | 
he did not enter the slain woman’s 
bedroom after hearing the shot, 
according to DeKalb Police Chief 
Ed Foster.

“Now I need not be afraid,” 
Irma Mohaupt, a repatriated U.S. 
citizen in a free country, declared. 

Biit her meroories still shackled 
her in fear. Wher the ship's bell 
clanged the gir started in terror. 
When her name was called over 
the ship’s public address system 
her nerves jerked her to feet and 
she said, “I must go now. At 
once. They are calling me.” 

She wept as she walked off the 
ship onto American soil where she 
had been borr 

It was not until her cousin. Mrs. 
Helen Hoffman, Cincinnati. had 
calmed her that sne was able to 
recount in broken German the ex- 
perience she had lived through. 

“It was five days before Christ- 
mas, 1944, wher the Russians came 
into our village in Yugoslavia. 
| They took all the girls off to work. 
|'They would not tell our parents 
where we were going. They took 
us first to the Ukraine, then to 
Moscow. 


“We carried bricks and cement 
and drove trucks. The Russians 
drove us like horses while they 
were rebuliding c'ties the Germans 
had wrecked. We didn’t complain. 
There was no one to listen. 

“They fed us thin soup. I can't 
remember what else. We worked 
all day, and we didn’t care much 
what we ate or where we slept. 
[ saw old men and women waste 
away to skin and bones in 
labor camps, then fall and die.” 

The girl shuddered at the mem- 
ory. “But I was luckier than most. 
Last July I was taken to the Rus 
sian zone of Germany and re- 
leased, : 

“They told me I was free to go 
anywhere I wanted I had no 
money and I was in rags. |] bo 
rowed some pennies and wrote to 
\my relatives in Cincinnati.” 
| Then the girl’s cousin, Miss 
Hoffman, took up the story. After 
receiving a letter through the un- 
derground that Irma had been 
taken as a_ slave laborer, they 
went to the State Department. The 
igirl had been born in Cincinnati 
of Hungarian parents and had re- 
turned to Yugoslovia with her 
‘father when she was six years 
old. Through State Department in- 
i'tervention she was returned to the 
American zone in Germany. 

Miss Mohaupt recalled what it 
'was like to be back in the Ameri- 
can zone. She gained 30 pounds 
the first few weeks.

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Only an Armistice 


Armistice Day, which marked the end 
of the 1914-1918 world conflict, long since 
has lost identity with its original meaning 
and remains with us only as a sort of 
anachronism, obseryed merely through 
the force of habit. 


When the first Armistice Day anniver- 
sary was celebrated in 1919 most of the 
world looked forward hopefully to an era 
of peace. But even before the ink was 
well dry on the ensuing peace treaty, the 
makings of a second world war followed 
on the heels of Mussolini’s Blackshirts 
marching defiantly into Rome. 


It was only a few short years later that 
another dictator arose, patterning his tech- 
nique after Mussolini’s success. Ironically, 
it was this imitator, Hitler, who shortly 
became the stronger of the two and who 
precipitated another world war by inor- 
dinate demands for territory and world 
power. 


Today, 29 years after the end of World 
War I, there is a tension among nations 
that could not by any stretch of the imag- 
ination be called peace. Perhaps that ten- 
sion can be expected to ease somewhat 
with the passage of time, but whether it 
can be eradicated before another catas- 
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trophe overtakes us is a question only the 
gods can answer. 

More truly, despite two world wars, 
millions of dead and the exorbitant .con- 
sumption of the world’s wealth during the 
conflicts, there still exists a state of armi- 
stice rather than real peace. It is an un- 
easy armistice, and not of the sort im- 
posed by the victor upon the vanquished, 
but rather, that of two concepts of living, 
totalitarianism and democracy, which is 
being observed only while they jockey for 
position, 

At present it can be said with reason- 
able certainty that our side, democracy, 
holds the upper hand. But until the battle 
is won conclusively there can be no peace. 
Only an armistice. 

It is well that we have set aside today 
to do honor to those who fought for their 
ideals in World War I. It was they who 
answered the first call. Their sons and 
nephews—yes, and their daughters and 
nieces—rallied to the second call. 

But until the issue is settled let us 
not assume that observance of the armi- 
stice is anything more than that. And 
while it is fitting that we pay tribute to 
those who fought, the final victory cele- 
bration is yet to come. 


A Sane Approach to European Aid 


By far the sanest and most logical ap- 
proach yet to the problem of aid to Europe 
is contained in the report of the Harriman 
Committee, the so-called Committee of 19, 
whose recommendations were laid on the 
desk of President Truman over the week- 
end. 

By facing the realities squarely, with- 
out hysterical urgency or weak misgivings, 
this Committee has provided a guide which 
the Congress might follow as faithfully as 
possible in executing the Marshall Plan, 
which now has become known as the Euro- 
pean Aid Program. 

Briefly, this is what the Committee re- 
ported: 

1. The future of Western Europe lies 
chiefly: in its own hands. Our aid can pro- 
vide the spark to get it back into full pro- 
duction, but real success depends upon Eu- 
rope’s own hard work and straight think- 
ing. 

2. Inflation presents a real danger to 
America. Every shipment abroad of scarce 
goods adds to inflationary pressure here. 
We sho..ld try to bring about a condition 
where exports'from the U. S. bring a re- 
turn flow of goods and services which we 
need. | 

3. A condition of our assistance should 
be that the countries receiving aid take all 
possible steps to. increase their own pro- 
duction. Nevertheless, we should not be 
too concerned with methods in those coun- 
tries, so long as the goals are reached by 
policies consistent with democratic pro- 


shortages of working capital and the disin- 
tegration of organized economies rather 
than from physical destruction during the 
war. 

5. Revival of Ruhr and British coal out- 
put is the crux of the entire problem. 

6. Cost of aid for the first year will be 
about $5,750,000,000, with the entire pro- 
gram costing from 12 to 17 billion dollars. 

7. The United States is not in position 
to furnish many of the basic commodities 
needed by Europe. Among these are scrap 
iron and semi-finished steel products. In 
fact, this country needs to import scrap 
iron, so drastic is the shortage. 

8. A new, independent Federal agency 
should be set up to administer the pro- 
gram, with a director appointed by the 
President and confirmed by the Senate. At 
the same time, anti-inflationary domestic 
policies are called for, 

9. It is unwise to underestimate the 
magnitude of the task, but at the same 
time it must be remembered that this very 
type of dislocation was evident in Europe 
after World War I, but by 1924 the Conti- 
nent was well on its way to recovery. 

The importance of helping Europe to 
its feet was not minimized. Rather, the 
report emphasized this -Nation’s responsi- 
bility, at the same time warning that our 
duty could not be achieved without some 
sacrifice.

Anniversary of that date in 1918 when the 
guns of World War I were silenced, when the whole world rejoiced 
in the belief, so soon proven false, that the war to end war had 
been won. 


We spoke more truly than we knew when we named this an- 
nual observance “Armistice Day.” For, in truth, it marked a day, 
not of lasting peace, but a day of armistice only Armistice is 
but a temporary cessation of war, an intermission between acts of 
the bloody drama of battle. 

It required but two brief decades of time to prove, with the out- 
break of World War II, that what we celebrated was in bitter truth 
not peace, but armistice only. 


Now, with the second world conflict ended, 
Renewed Hope the world hopes anew that we are living in 
the opening years of an era of lasting peace. We dare to dream 
that mankind has learned the bitter lesson, that war is truly a 
thing of history only, an abandoned relic of man's days of bar- 
barism. Despite the sporadic fighting even now in progress here 
and there, we have the faith to at least hope that never again shall 
the world array itself in fearful power for combat to extinction. 


If the bloody drama through which we have lived is over with 
the two acts, the curtain we saw descend will indeed be the final 
curtain. 
so awful in destruction that it may well be no living creature shall 
survive to see the last curtain fall. Only the gods will then be 
there to witness the last act in the tragedy called Mankind. 


Let us then, even as we celebrate this our day of memory, of 
rededication, of hope, determine that through no word, no act, no 
thought of ours shall the end of the present period of armistice 
become a renewal of war. Let us make this more than an armi- 
stice, let us make it, in very truth, a peace that shall last. 

Let us erase from our minds all unnecessary doubt, mistrust.

The price you pay for the little poppy for your buttonhole goes, 
all of it, to aid veterans in need and their families. You know 
the story of the poppies, their meaning and the cause of which they 
are the symbol too well to need retelling here. 


The women sellers will not set a price. That would be im- 
possible. For the price of remembrance can only be set in the 
heart of you, the purchaser. Only you can decide what the symbol 
of memory is worth to you. 

Pay the price by dropping your coin or bill in the receptacle 
held out to you. And if you have set that price in all honesty to 
your own heart, you will go on your way proud of the poppy you 
then may wear, and with renewed confidence and determination 
that, through vou and millions like you, the men whose sacrifice the 
poppy symbolizes shall not have sacrificed in vain.

| “Ri hts” During the recent hearings in Washington we were 
g told that the question, “Are you a member of the 

| Communist Party?” was an infringement of political freedom. But 

| politics is the science of government and the business of this party 

is not government, but the destruction of this nation by the frus- 

tration of government. 

Occasions have arisen when the people of free countries could 
not afford the luxury of elaborate forms of justice in dealing with 
emergencies. When a flood threatens, we may dynamite a dam. 
When a town is burning, we may blow up buildings in the path 
of the fire. We do not go to the courts and carry the appeals 
all the way to the top and study the answers to hypothetical ques- 
tions of 10,000 words. 

President Truman has warned us repeatedly in the strongest 
language that a President can use, without asking Congress to 
declare war, that Communism is a menace to our safety. We may 
assume that he has information that the rest of us have not, and 
it is too risky to assume that he is resorting, like Roosevelt so many 
times, to alarm merely to keep himself in office. Even if he were, 
that would be just our hard luck. Anyway, we have no right to 
ignore him. 

Now, what offense are we committing against these witnesses 
that is even comparable to the persecutions and denials that have 
been inflicted on millions of Americans by the unions with the 
approval and assistance of the Government under the Wagner Act? | 

We ask them: to say whether they are Communists and the 
Thomas Committee sits there with proof in the folders on the | 
table to convict them of perjury if they deny that they are. We | 
have no other way to get at them. What should we do then? Let | 


them alone? 
Parallel If this is so terrible, then why didn’t the same sensi- | 
tive souls who protest against this outrage ever say a | 
word against the outrageous conduct of the unions? | 
In the Roosevelt campaign of 1944, millions of citizens were | 
denied their political freedom when Sidney Hillman extorted money 
from them for Roosevelt’s campaign fund. They were forced to 
belong to these unions in order to be eligible for work even in 
national defense. And to remain in good standing they had to 
help elect the man who organized these unions as his political sub- 
sidiary. In San Francisco, a man was fired from a CIO union for 
“wn-unionlike activity,” and thus chased off his job and subtracted 
from the “total war effort” when manpower was said to be scarce, 
because he merely said that for every dollar he was forced to give 
to Roosevelt’s fund he would gladly give $5 to Dewey’s fund. 
“Un-unionlike activity” is anything that any gang of union bosses 
say it is. The union courts often consist of criminals who never 
worked a day and never were elected. But under the Wagner Act 
citizeris must submit to their whimsical law and pay the penalties 
which they impose. That is still a fact, only slowly being remedied.

Almost every family ir America expects to educate its 
children, or at least that is the ideal of every parent worthy 
of the title. They expect to make sacrifices, either over 
a Jong preparatory period, to save the money for that edu- 
cation, or to pinch during the expensive years of college. 

‘ Why can they not extend that same help to their sons 
seeking education after they have served their country 
and married? It has never weakenea the morale of col- 
lege students that they had security from their parents, and 
why should they have a feeling of guilt about accepting 
aid after they are married? 

Recently, the local manager of a large grocery chain 
showed me a picture of his grandchild, explained proudly 
that both the baby’s parents were in school. 

“We help them,” he said, “and the girl’s.parents help 
them, too. And we take turns helping with the baby. We 
feel our obligation to our son is not over until he is fin- 
ished with his education and prepared to make a living. It 
was not his fault that he was called irto service and grew 
into manhood before he was able to get a degree. We fig- 
ure it isn’t costing us any more than it would have if he 
hadn’t been married. And whether it does or not, it’s a 
privilege.” 

- Of course, many parents cannot help their GI sons and 
daughters. They simply do not have the means. But think 
... would not those youngsters have had a struggle without 
a war? They would have been the ones who negotiated 
loans, the ones who waited tables, swept floors, cut hedges. 
Schools have always known the boys who worked their way 
through college, and records prove it has added brawn to 
their moral fiber. 

This is not to suggest waiting tables and cropping hedges 
to the GI students. Heaven knows, they are working every 
moment of their time now. It is simply to point out that 
they would have, unfortunately, been in the same boat 
without a war and a marriage.
